The  queen  ot  Portugal 
had  forwarded  So  pounds  weight  of 
Diamond!  to  Paris  in  part  payment 
of  the  fum  (tipulated  for  in  the  tieuty 
made  betw  een  her  and  France. 
Febt  uary  6. 

At  a  late  hour  fait  night  captain 
Col  Icy,  of  the  Ihip  flora,  ai  rived  in 
town  from  Hampton  Roads,  where  his 
flii p  now  lies,  after  a  paflage  of  44 
davs  from  Guernfey.  Captain  Colley 
politely  handed  us  London  papers  of 
the  nth,  r  5th  and  19  hof  December; 
he  gave  a  few  10  fome  of  the  officers 
of  the  Britilh  fhips  of  war  lying  in 
ihe  roads.  From  thofe  we  received 
we  hasten  to  give  the  following  crude 
fumniary  of  late  European  news. 

That  general  BuOnapattC  and  Jou- 
bert  had  arrrived  on  the  <S'h  of  Dec.

my  of  Italy  had  returned  into  France 
— that  a  new  COnfpiracy  has  taken 
place  in  Paws;  and  that  a  number  of 
the  conlpiratois  were  committed  to 
the  temple  pi  ifon  ;  that  the  Pope  re- 
fufesto  ackno  v ledge  the  independ- 
ence of  the  Cifalpine  republic,  in  con- 
IVquence  of  which  io.oco  republicalls 
are  inarching  towards  Rimini,  to 
foppoit  the  demand  of  the  CillklpIM 
ejnballa  lor  ;  that  every  exeirion  is 
making  in  France  to  organize  the  ar- 
my w  hich  is  to  ad  againlt  England.— 
It  is  alfo  laid  at  Paris,  that  the  Pope 
has  entered  ini  o  a  fecret  treaty  with 
the  emperor  of  Rufiia  ;  that  the  king 
of  Prufiia  is  dead—  and  that  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  1  arification  of  the  trea- 
ty between  Portugal  and  France,  the 
English  troops  at  Liibon  are  leduced 
to  extreme  want— 1  ail  St.  Vincent 
Hill  continues  off  the  harbour  of  Lif- 
bon. 

Of  our  commifiioners,  we  have  no 
other  account,  than  what  we  receiv- 
ed by  a  velfr  1  from  Havre,  which  had 
put  into  Guernfey,  in  diltrefs,  prior 
to  cap  ain  C  olley'*  failing  which  in- 
formed that  there  were  three  com- 
milfioners  appointed  on  the  part  of 
the  French  republic  to  treat  with  ours 
—  and  that  matters  would  be  amicably 
adj  ulled.
